Town Meeting

It would appear definite there will be a 
special town meeting this fall. 

Sidney P. White, who is desirous of con- 
veying his Andover Street-Argilla Road 
property to a developer for construction of 
condominiums, said this week that he is 
being urged to go forward with his plans. 

The town manager, selectmen and other 
town boards have been reluctant to call a 
meeting for October, particularly in view 
of the prospect of it being a one-issue ses- 
sion. 

But if White can obtain 200 or more cer- 
tified signatures on petitions, the 
selectmen must call a meeting and set a 
date. 

Wynwood Associates is interested in ob- 
taining the 18 acres of land from White for 
development of what they prefer to call 
Country Estates, multi-family buildings 


where the units are owned individually. 
All areas of the town where multi-unit con- 
struction is permitted are now filled, and 
tthere are no town bylaws providing for 
condominium construction. 

A special town meeting would be re- 
quired to rezone the land to permit the 
proposed development. 

The development is to follow the design 
of the East Street Condominiums in Lex- 
ington. 

White said this week that he has been en- 
couraged to proceed with the calling of a 
special town meeting by up to 14 inquiries 
from Andover residents interested in ob- 
taining the type of housing proposed. 

Also, he said, there have been people 
willing to go out and obtain signatures for

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark told 
the planning board Tuesday night that it is 
almost ‘‘mandatory”’ that they deal with 
the issue of multiple-family housing in the 
future, and he asked their cooperation in 
revising the town’s land use policy in com- 
ing months. 

Clark told them it appears ‘‘desirable’’ 
to least provide lower maintenance hous- 
ing opportunities for elderly, if not lower 
cost housing as well. 

But it’s not just the elderly who are in 
need of smaller or less expensive houses 
than are now being built, he said, adding 


younger families to the list. 

Andover is at the point, Clark said, 
where very few of the municipal 
employees who aren’t already here can af- 
ford to live in town. 

‘Even department heads are finding it 
difficult,’ he said, ‘‘and that bothers me.”’ 

Planning Board Chairman Paul Teplitz 
agreed that it wasn’t just a question of 
providing ‘‘nice’’ housing, but also of what 
groups to serve. He said there seem to be 
many divorced and single people, in addi- 
tion to the elderly, who aren't interested in 
detached, 8-room houses.

Earnings Increase At H-P 


Hewlett-Packard Company today 
reported a 31 percent increase in sales and 
a 33 percent increase in net earnings for 
the third quarter of the Company’s fiscal 
year. 

Sales for the third quarter, ended July 
31, totaled $810 million, compared with 
$620 million for the corresponding quarter 
of fiscal 1979. Net earnings amounted to 
$70 million, equal to $1.15 per share on 60 
million shares of common stock outstan- 
ding. This compares with earnings of $52 
million, equal to 89 cents per share on 59 
million shares, for last year’s third 
quarter. 

Incoming orders amounted to $762 
million, a gain of 14 percent over orders of 
$667 million booked in the third quarter of 
fiscal 1979. 

Sales for the nine months amounted to 
$2.23 billion, a 33 percent increase over the 
nine months of 1979.

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Darting Children A Danger 


With schools set to open for a new 
season next week, it’s a good time to 
ponder a few facts. 

Pedestrian accidents kill and injure 
more children than any other kind of acci- 
dent except riding in a car, Says the 
National Safety Council. 

About 2,000 child pedestrians are killed 
and slightly: more than 30,000 are injured 
every year. Five-and-six-year-olds are 
often victims when they dart unexpectedly 
into a street, often on their way to or from 
school. 

Vincent L. Tofany, president of the 
Council, says the reasons for accidents to 
this age have to do with the child’s stage of 
development. : 

They include: inefficient peripheral vi- 
sion, inability to localize sounds or to 
judge speed and distance, short attention 
span, impulsiveness, inability to fully un- 
derstand the concept of danger, lack of 
traffic experience, and difficulty in com- 
prehending signals and the general traffic 
system. 

Tofany says that at this age supervision 
and protection are extremely important 
and it is not too early to train children to 
begin to deal independently with traffic. 
Once the children’s skills are sharpened, 
parents should introduce the ‘‘how to’’ of 
safe walking procedure which fosters a 
desire to cooperate with adults in the traf- 
fic system. Supervised practice in actual 
traffic situations is a “‘must’’ for the 
children’s safety. 

As a result of many sessions with 
educators and traffic authorities, the 
National Safety Council offers the follow- 
ing guidelines to assist educators, 
engineers and police in solving the to-and 
from-school traffic problems and to 
provide parents with safety tips that 
should be taught to youngsters. 

1. School authorities and traffic 
authorities should cooperate in selecting 
routes for children going to and coming 
from school which will subject the 
children to minimum potential risks and 
require mimimum outlay for creating 
special changes in traffic patterns for 
them. 

2. At the beginning of each school year, 
schools should instruct children carefully 
in the use of safe routes and inform 
parents to cooperate fully in getting 
children to use the safer routes. 

3. School authorities should undertake 
systematically, usually in classrooms, to 
see that every child understands exactly 
what behavior is expected of him or her on 
streets, not only in going to and from 
school but also at other times and places 
where there is traffic. 

4. Police departments should instruct of- 
ficers assigned to school crossing duty and 
adult crossing guards not only in methods 
of directing traffic but also in methods 
recommended by school authorities to 
develop in children proper habits of street 
use so that they may help on the street in 
giving children the necessary practice and 
examples. 

5. Adults assigned to school crossings 
and school safety patrols should not

Commissioner L. Joyce Hampers of the 
department of revenue has announced an 
all-time record tax collection of $4.79 
billion for the just-concluded fiscal 1980, 


along with several other achievements | 


that. shattered records in other state 
revenue areas. 

She said something that has never been 
accomplished before in the history of the 
state was the assessment of an additional 
$41.9 million through an aggressive and 
expanded audit program made possible 
through the support and cooperation of 
Governor Edward J. King,-Secretary of 
Administration and Finance Edward T. 
Hanley. and the Legislature. 

The $41.9 million exceeds by a wide 
margin all previous dollar amounts 
collected from audits. 

Commissioner Hampers pointed to the 
records established by the DOR during 
June and the entire 1980 fiscal year which 
ended June 30. They include: 

For June 

Gross collections of $470.9 million; a 
single-day deposit of $71.7 million; net 
collections of $431.7 million. 

For the 12-month period. 

Gross tax collection of $4.10 billion; all 
refunds of $301.1 million; current year in- 
come tax refunds of $183.1 million to $1,- 
641.550 taxpayers; and net tax collections 
of $3.81 billion. 

The net increase over 1979 was $308.4 
million or 8.84%. Actual Department of 
Revenue collections were $43.6 million 
(1.16%) over the estimates made last 
December and $6.6 million (0.17%) over 
the updated estimates used during the 
state’s budget deliberations for 1981. 


Commissioner Hampers, issuing verbal 
bouquets to her staff, cited several 
reasons for the outstanding ac- 
complishments of her department: 

First. she commended ‘‘all employees 
for their efficiency and productivity in 
processing more than 8 million tax 
documents, their adaptability to improved 
methods. and their excellent relations 
with taxpayers.”

the calling of a special session. 

“The interest by the 14 people who have 
called is from Andover residents who are 
either retired or reaching retirement and 
want to remain in town. They would sell 
their homes and be able to remain An- 
dover residents,’ White said. 

The former town official said that he 
was now in the process of obtaining the ap- 
proved language to put on the petitions 
before going out to get signatures. 

‘From my observations, there is ample 
time to prepare for a fall town meeting on 
this subject and any others that might be 
presented. 

“T also think that taking this concept one 
step at a time would be beneficial to the 
town. Allowing this development to go 
forward, the townspeople will be able to 
see and be reassured how attractive it will 
be, as promised by the developer,’’ White 
said. 

Benefits for the town from getting an af- 
firmative vote in October would be in- 
creased valuation of the land by next year, 
hence increased taxes for the town. 

White also pointed out that the 
developer would be losing an entire con- 
struction season by waiting for a special 
town meeting. Even if approval were 
granted next spring at the annual town 
meeting, new bylaws have to be submitted 
to the attorney general for approval. This 
requires time, plus a 120 day waiting 
period after the decision should there be 
any appeals. An April or May town 
meeting would thus eliminate any con- 
struction work next year ‘‘which will only 
lead to increased costs,’’ White pointed 
out. 

He also indicated that putting the 
matter off to next spring could result in 
more than a single condominium proposal 
being placed before the voters. With the 
single proposal now, the townspeople 
would have the opportunity to examine the 
issue thoroughly and be assured quality 
construction in keeping with the enrion- 

ment of the town.

Record Sales At Standex 


Standex International Corporation: 
(NYSE) achieved new records in sales, 
net income and earnings per share in the 
fiscal year ended June 30. The company 
reported a 19% increase in net income on a 
17% gain in sales over the prior year’s 
record results. Earnings per share rose 
15% to $2.96, up from $2.58 a share the 
year before. 

Standex also reported record fourth 
quarter sales and earnings in the period 
ended June 30. 

In announcing the record results, Daniel 
FE. Hogan, Chairman and Chief Executive, 
stated that ‘‘by any criteria, this was the 
most successful year in the history of 
Standex.’’ He added that most of Standex- 
’s major operating divisions achieved ex-

terest rates and recession.’’ Looking 
ahead, Mr. Hogan stated that while it is 
particularly difficult to forecast in the 
current uncertain economic climate, ‘‘we 
are predicting that fiscal 1981 will be 
another good year for Standex. And’ the 
long-term future has never looked 
brighter.” 

In the fiscal year ended June 30, net in- 
come rose 19% to $19.4 million, up from 
$16.3 milion the year before. Earnings per 
share for the year amounted to $2.96, up 
15% from the prior year’s $2.58 a share the 
year before. Sales rose 17% to $347 
million, up from $298 million in fiscal 1979. 

In the fourth fiscal quarter, net income 
rose 10% to $4.9 million up from $4.4 
million in the prior year. Earnings per 
share in the latest period amounted to 73¢, 
a 7% gain from the 68¢ a share in the prior 
year. Sales for the quarter amount to $83.4 
million, an increase of $12.5% from the 
prior year’s $74.1 million. 

Net earnings for the latest year were 
aided by a lower effective tax rate 
resulting from the 1978 Tax Reform Act, 
in addition to tax relief provisions 
available to Standex’s European units. 
There were 6.6 million shares outstanding 
in the latest period, a 4% increase from 
the 6.3 million shares outstanding in the 
prior year. 

Mr. Hogan added that ‘‘Standex’s 


operations and finances are in excellent . 


condition. The major problems we face 
are external ones largely beyond our con- 
trol.’’ He indicated that — other than 
those divisions doing business in the 
depressed housing and automotive in- 
dustry — the general leve of Standex’s 
business was ‘‘very good’’ in fiscal 1980. 
He said that the Consumer Products 
Group ‘‘achieved solid sales and earnings 
gains for the year, despite some softness 
in the last quarter.’’ He added that the 
Institutional Products Group had a ‘‘very 
healthy year,” as did the Graphics Group, 
which turned in ‘‘an impressive perfor- 
mance.’’ The Industrial Products Group 
had mixed results, due primarily to the 
sharp decline in fireplace sales resulting 
from the depressed state of the housing in- 
dustry. The Electronics Group was 
adversely affected by the sharp downturn 
in the automotive industry and start-up 
and relocation costs involved in the initia- 
tion and expansion of facilities in Haiti and 
Mexico. 

Financially, Mr. Hogan said, ‘‘Standex

position.”’ At year end, the current ratio 
was 3 to 1, its book value amounted to 
$17.70 a share, and working capital 
amounted to $14.20 a share. Stockholders’ 
equity amounted to $117.8 million.

who. rather than offering the more 
politically rewarding amendments to in- 
crease funding for various line items, are 
willing to face the fiscal realities and 
propose spending cuts,’’ Buell said.

Thirty townspeople have added their 
names to a waiting list to have streetlights 
installed near their homes — but accor- 
ding to the town manager, they may be 
waiting forever. 


‘We just can’t provide any more 
streetlights because there is no money,’’ 
Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark said Fri- 
day. 


Town meeting cut a $5,000 appropriation 
for new streetlights from the budget in 
1979, Clark said, the first year that the 
state-imposed tax cap was in effect. 

“J interpreted that to mean that town 
meeting did not want additional street 
lights installed, so I did not request ad- 
ditional money (for that purpose) in the 
budget this year,’’ the manager explained. 

Most of the 30 residents who have re- 


Andover-Cormier, Inc., developer of the

Chairman James Abramson said the 
selectmen would approve or disapprove 
the plan during their next regular 
meeting, scheduled for Sept. 8.

quested new streetlights would qualify for 
the lights under the selectmen’s policy, 
Clark said. 

That policy allows the addition of new 
streetlights if there is an established traf- 
fic hazard or an identifiable crime 
problem, said Clark. 

“But I am not optimistic that there will 
be any new lights whatsoever in the 
foreseeable future,’’ he added. 

The manager suggested that some 
residents may be able to help others by 
volunteering to give up their unnecessary 
streetlights: ‘if anyone knows of a light 
they would like removed, it could be mov- 
ed somewhere where it is needed,’’ Clark 
said 

But no lights will be removed without a 
public hearing before the board of 
selectmen, he added.

‘Final’ Sewer Plan Studied 


However, that alternative requires an 
easement through town conservation land, 
which may prove difficult if not impossi- 
ble for the developer to obtain. 

The Department of Public Works has 
completed a study of the Cormier’s plan in 
relation to the master sewer plan for the 
entire town, according to DPW Director 
Robert McQuade. 

McQuade said he would recommend the 
developer use larger sewer pipes in the 
subdivision, to conform with the master 
plan. 


‘“‘We are waiting for the Department of 
Public Works to tell us what they want,” 
said developer Yvon Cormier. 

The DPW may supply that information 
to Cormier, Abramson said. 

‘he proposed subdivision, divided into 
seven sections, is bounded by Lowell, 
Beacon and Canterbury Streets and 
Chandler Road. Construction has already 
begun on the first section, located off 
Canterbury Street.

A women’s cosmetics and accessories 
store will complete occupancy of the new 
Andover bank building on Main Street and 
is expected to open in early October. 

Robert L. Petersen, who owns stores in 
Lexington and Concord, signed 
agreements with the bank this past week, 
to occupy the remaining space, the largest 
in the complex.

Probe Andover 


Man’s Murder 


Rev. Michael Burbine, OSA, was the 
principal concelebrant at a funeral Mass 
Tuesday morning in St. Augustine’s 
Church for his father, William Burbine, 52 
York St., Andover — the victim of a 
senseless murder last Thursday afternoon 
in Den Rock Park, Lawrence. 


The elder Burbine was found at the en- 
trance of the park about 3:30 p.m., lying in 
a pool of blood and unconscious after being 
beaten with a rock. He died two hours 
after being admitted to Lawrence General 
Hospital. 

Lawrence police detectives, joined by 
State Police Lt. Francis O’Connor of the 
district attorney’s office, have been work- 
ing overtime in an effort to solve the 
‘murder which they theorize began as an 
attempted robbery and that Burbine 
offered resistance. 


The Andover man, 70, was retired from 
the Bolta Co., in Lawrence and daily walk- 
ed through the park, an 80-acre thickly 
forested area with an entrance off Route 
114 in Lawrence and extending to the area 
of the former Raytheon paarking lot in 
Shawsheen. 

He was seen last Thursday afternoon 
about 2:30 p.m. sitting on a rock at the en- 
trance of the park by Jeff Hickley, 20, 472 
South Broadway, Lawrence, who was 
trail-biking in the park. About an hour 
later, Hickley on his return, saw Burbine 
lying in the pool of blood and notified 
police from a service station across the 
Street. 

Hickley, who returned to the scene to 
assist police in their investigation, said 
that he had often seen Burbine sitting on 
the rock when he went to the park, which 
he had been doing for a number of years. 

A walk through the park was a daily

routine for Burbine. He hardly missed a 
day and became known to regular 
passersby, either motorists or 
pedestrians, who received a wave or a 
friendly word or two from him. 


Police found a rock a short distance 
from where Burbine was lying, covered 
with blood and tufts of hair. He had suf- 
fered severe wounds about the eye and to 
his scalp. He also had injuries to his arm, 
which could be an indication he offered 
resistance to his attacker. 


While robbery was the apparent motive, 
Burbine seldom carried money with him 
on his daily walk, or very little. His 
pockets had been turned out, police said, 
and a gold watch found nearby. 


Lawrence and state police are without 
definite suspects in the murder, but have 
been questioning a number of people who 
may have seen or had information relative 
to the attack. The area of the incident is 
across from the North Andover Mall and a 
short distance off heavily-travelled Route 
114, and police feel that persons may have 
information which can be pieced together 
to assist in the investigation. 


Review 
Nearly 
Complete 


The town manager’s review of the 
Department of Community Development 
and Planning is ‘‘nearing completion,”’ 
and may be presented to the selectmen at 
their Sept. 2 meeting, the manager said 
Friday. 

The review of the two-year-old depart- 
ment was initiated several weeks ago, in 
response to continuing problems within 
the department. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark said 
the three-part report will deal with the 
organizational structure of the depart- 
ment, alleged ‘‘improprieties or conflicts 
of interest’’ within the department, and 
personality issues. 


Clark said the review has helped to 
‘clarify just what is the department, and 
what are the functions it serves.’’ 

The manager said he now feels the per- 
sonality issue in the department “‘is not as 
much of a problem as I had originally en- 
visioned.”’ 

He added that the report on ‘potential 
conflict of interest,’”’ conducted by an in- 
dependent investigator, was intended to 
‘clear the air, put those issues behind us, 
and give the town a fresh start.”’ 


The department coordinates the work of 
the town’s boards. commissions, com- 
mittee and employees who are involved 
with regulating land use. 

The department includes the planning 
board, board of health, zoning board of 
appeals. conservation commission, and 
building inspection. 

The town manager noted that the 
department is ‘‘one of the most active 
departments in the town,”’ adding that 
‘one of the most important things the 
town does «is regulate land use.’

In A Fit Of Anger

I’m angry! 

I’d say mad, but a long time ago I was instructed that 
the use of such a word for human feelings was wrong 
and maybe that indicates the ills of our society. 

_ What angers me, is the necessity to print a story this 
week about the murder of a gentle, peace-loving family 
man from Andover while on his daily stroll through Den 
Rock Park. Motorists and others along the way came to 
look forward to seeing William Burbine of York Street, 
a retired gentleman, who daily walked through the park 
waving to passersby, offering a friendly hello to people 
he met. 

But, last Thursday afternoon, Bill Burbine was 
murdered, the apparent victim of a robbery — robbery 
of a man who carried little or no money and may have 
offered some resistance to a more youthful attacker. 

That same feeling of anger accompanied the report a 
few months ago about Louise Trahan, who suffered ex- 
tensive injuries and the loss of an eye when a rock was 
hurled from the Route 93 overpass on High Plain Road 
and crashed through the windshield of her car. 

Mrs. Trahan, a teacher in Tewksbury, popular with 
her pupils, was returning to her Haverhill home after 
remaining at the school for an open house program 
when the early evening accident happened. 

There are indications that the person responsible may 
be known, but no one wants to help police with pertinent 
information. Or, the person responsible can’t come up 
with sufficient conscience to admit guilt. 

And, in other parts of the state rock-throwing on in- 
terstate highways continues to pose problems for law 
enforcement officials and the innocent motorist. 

I was equally irate less than a year ago when a young 
woman was left in a Ballardvale gravel pit unconscious 
after being brutally, sexually assaulted. She had gone 
out on a Saturday afternoon to photograph fall foliage. 
Fortunately, after being found on Sunday, she 
recovered after months of treatment. 

There have been other criminal assaults on women on

Andover streets both during the day and night in the 
past year. 

I examine the local papers and become irked at the 
report of four youths killed in a head-on crash, in which 
one of the cars was estimated to be travelling 80 miles- 
per-hour. It scares me to think that some day, some 
other place, I could be the innocent driver of that other 
car on a winding, hilly road. 

And this past weekend, I was sickened by a report on 
the police scanner. Officers were sent to pick up some 
youths in a nearby community who had just capricious- 
ly broken a dog’s leg. You wish they could be subjected 
to the pain they inflicted on the canine. 

By now, I guess I can say that I’m mad! 

And, I intend to stay that way until the general public 
joins me in similar feelings. Enough to become part of 
law enforcement by reporting any and all suspicious or 
criminal activity to the police. To skip the ‘‘let George 
do it,”’ attitude which allows our society to continue to 
deteriorate. 

Or until the courts begin to administer justice to the 
full extent of the law and put a halt to the wrist- 
Slapping, second-chance. sentences which allow 
criminals to roam our streets. 

And until I’m allowed to publish the names of young 
punks who would break a dog’s leg, or commit the 
thousands of dollars worth of vandalism which is ram- 
pant in our own community. 

I’m afraid I'll continue to feel this way until such time 
as I can feel free to walk through peaceful parks and 
woodlands. Or women can feel secure walking along the 
streets of Andover or any other community, or even on 
a nature walk or photo tour. And when motorists can 
use our highways without being apprehensive about ap- 
proaching an overpass.

WASHINGTON -- Saudi 
Arabians have traditionally 
been viewed as quaintly 
exotic figures in picturesque 
desert garb. But nowadays, 
they are received around the 


world as economic power — 


brokers. 

The source of their power, 
of course, is oil. But their 
vast wealth is mismatched 
to a small, backward popu- 
lation, and the imbalance 
makes Saudi Arabia an 
incalculable booty which is 
virtually undefended. 

Intelligence reports tell of 
attempts by Arab extrem- 
ists to stage an Iran-style 
uprising in Saudi Arabia. 
The extremists would like to 
get their hands on the Saudi 
oil spigot and use it as a 
weapon against the United 
States. 

Defense strategists have 
warned President Carter to 
establish a military pres- 
ence in Saudi Arabia as a 
warning to alien powers not 
to tamper with the source of 
US. oil. 

The Israelis have indicat- 
ed that they wouldn't object. 
An Israeli authority told us: 
“We would have no public 
comment to make. But 
privately, we would wel- 
come an American presence 
in Saudi Arabia.”’

Children’s Service in St.

Eligibility Criteria for Free and Reduced Price Meals and Free Milk 


The Andover Public Schools serve nutritious meals every day. 
Students may buy lunch for fifty (50) cents in elementary and junior 
high schools. Students in high school may buy lunch for sixty (60) 
cents. Extra milk will be available for all students for five (5) cents. 
Children from familes whose income is at or below those shown on the 
listed scales are eligible for free milk and free meals or at the reduced 
Prices of ten (10) cents for lunch. If your income is greater than those 
shown but you have special hardship conditions, i.e. unusually high 
medical bills, shelter costs in excess of thirty (30) percent of your in- 
come, special education expenses due to the mental or physical condi- 
tion of a child, or disater or casualty losses, your children may still be 
eligible. Parents should clearly understand that every meal served in 
schools is subsidized to a greater or lesser degree by state-federal 
reimbursements. Those lunches served at full price are subsidized as 
well as those served free or reduced. Therefore, there should be no 
reluctance to apply for either a free or reduced price meal. If your 
family size and gross income is within the “Income Eligibility Criteria” 
for free or reduced price meals, we urge you and all eligible parents 
to fill out an application.

policy is a major objective of the 
selectmen this year, and told the planning 
board, ‘‘i would hope I could secure your 
cooperation.” 

He said he hoped to address the question 
of multiple-family housing in time for the 
spring town meeting, noting that a 
“dramatic’’ change in the zoning bylaw 
would be required. All land presently zon- 
ed for multiple-dweilings has been used. 

Clark said that primarily large tracts of 
property are left to be developed, and 
suggested that one way of determining 
how they should be used is to challenge the 
imaginations of developers. 

‘‘Rather than us being the regulators,” 
he said, determining what should or 
shouldn’t be on a piece of land, ‘“‘perhaps 
we can look to the developers to come up 
with some ‘creative’ land use ideas.”’ 
~ One of the problems to be faced, he said, 
is that the entire sewer and water systems 
have been planned around a certain pro- 
jected population density. 

If we open up to multiple-family hous- 
ing, he said, we won’t be projecting to 40,- 
000, but will grow to something 
“significantly more.”’ 

If not careful, he said, ‘‘by default or 
stupidity we could be obligating a future 
generation to really heavy municipal ex- 
penditures. 

“‘That’s not the legacy I think any of us 
want to leave.”’ 

Earlier in his presentation about the 
responsibilities of the planning board and 
the department of community develop- 
ment and planning, Clark noted that 
regulation of land use is ‘‘perhaps the

most important public function’ in town, 
one that ‘“‘more broadly affects the quality 
of life here’ than any others.

A new chapter in Andover education 
begins next week, when school opens, 
one building short. 

Doherty School, closed last spring 
because of declining enrollments, will 
sit idle this year while it awaits con- 
version into a junior high. 

Doherty’s 400 youngsters will arrive 
at ‘‘new’’ elementary schools next 
Thursday. but there’ll be some 
changes elsewhere too. 

About half of the town’s pupils will 
be greeted by new principals, the ad- 
ministrative shifts also a fallout from 
the Doherty closing. 

Doherty pupils, most of whom have 
never been on a school bus before, will 
be arriving at Bancroft, Shawsheen 
and West Elementaries. Those mov- 
ing to Bancroft will see a familiar 
face: former Doherty Principal Lois 
Haslam. 

Jack Coyle moved from Bancroft 
over to West Elementary, while Gene 
Frulla moved from West to new duties 
at East Jr. High. Former East Prin- 
cipal Richard McGraail will be 
holdiong down the fort. at empty 
Doherty, in his new position as coor- 
dinator of the building program. 

Jack Woodward will be at Sanborn 
and Joe Normandy at South, the two 
having merely switched places. The 
three principals who remain at their 
old stations are Philip Wormwood at 
the high school, Bill Hart at West Jr. 
High and Isabel Dobbie at Shawsheen.

Kindergarten pupils once again will 
Start their school careers on a 
staggered schedule: some are to show 
up Thursday, some Friday and some 
Monday. Sept. 8. Ali parents should 
have been so notified by their par- 
ticular schools if not. they’re asked to 
call the offices. 

Morning kindergarteners will walk 
or report to their bus stops with other 
elementary children in their 
neighborhoods, and be returned to 
their driveways after 11:15. Afternoon 
youngsters will then be picked up at 
their drives and will ride home with 
the older pupils at 3. 

First graders will be ‘‘breaking in’’ 
to their year with shortened days for 
the first 10 days. They will stay at 
school through lunch, and be 
transported home by special buses 
after the morning kindergarteners 
have been taken home and the after- 
noon ones brought to school.

Story 


Transportation Coordinator Sam 
Arcidy says it will take six buses to 
move the former Doherty pupils to 
their new schools: three to Bancroft, 
one to Shawsheen and two to West. 

In an attempt to move those buses 
through the center of town early 
before traffic gets too congested, Ar- 
cidy says that many of the former 
riders to those three schools are being 
put on ‘‘second trip’’ schedules, and 
he asks parents to pay particular 
attention to the new routes. 

While there aren’t many bus 
changes in schools not affected by the 
Doherty closing, Arcidy says it wasn’t 
possible to keep all of the same kids 
on the same buses as last year. Some 
of the routes were redone in an effort 
to make them more ‘“‘balanced.”’ 

Arcidy says up to 70 and 75 pupils 
will be loaded onto elementary buses, 
with a limit of 65 on secondary ones. 
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says everyone should have a seat. 
However, he asks parents to be par- 
ticularly ‘‘flexible’’ in the beginning, 
because it’s difficult to evaluate 
routes until one or two weeks after 
school starts, when everyone settles 


. into a routine. 


There are a total of 25 buses this 
year, compared to 23 last year, Arcidy 
says. Because of the 400 additional 
riders, a lot more buses would have 
been heeded, had enrollments not 
declined. 


Busing 
Bonus 

Late buses, discontinued for a time, 
have been restored by the school com- 
mittee in response to a survey show- 
ing that secondary pupils who stay 
after school for clubs, sports and the 
like, would indeed take advantage of 
them. 

Arcidy says that the first late bus 
will make its rounds of East Jr. High, 
West Jr. High and the high school 
beginning at 3:30 p.m., and the second 
late bus will begin about 4:15.

will be instituted to make certain oniy 
‘legal’ riders are aboard. 

Elementary youngsters who live a 
mile at least a mile from school, and 
secondary pupils who live a mile and a 
half or more, are allowed. 

Seifert said a bus pass system will 
be implemented later in September, 
after any problems are worked out in 
bus routes. 


Some New 
Emphases 

Last year’s efforts to improve 
writing skills of Andover pupils will 
be followed this year by increased 
focus on speaking and listening skills, 
according to Asst. Supt. Charles Mit- 
sakos.

There will be some revised SCIS 
(science) activities at the elementary 
level and at the high school, some ad- 
ditional music and theater options for 
students interested in the fine arts.

He has asked each principal to come 
up with some specific plans to reduce 
vandalism, and he told the school 
committee last week that he is lean- 
ing toward a ‘‘cost center’ plan to 
make the individual schools more ac- 
countable for their own damage. In 
such a concept, he says, damage costs 
would be deducted from the school 
where the vandalism occurred, rather 
than from the general school fund. 

‘“‘We’ve all grown rather accepting 
of the beer can as the national 
flower,’’ he says, noting that efforts 
will be made to change ‘‘our own ex- 
pectations.”’ 

Mitsakos adds that the schools will 
be expanding on the idea of ‘‘student 
privileges’ for those who take their 
responsibilities seriously.

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As September draws near, children 
begin to look forward to seeing friends 
and meeting new teachers at the start 
of the school year. 


But for some children, the very 
suggestion of entering a classroom 
brings on great anxiety. 

Once in school, these children often 
suffer from headaches and abdominal 
pains which force parents to keep 
them out of school and at home. 


According to Timothy Rivinus, 
M.D.. assistant in Psychiatry and 
clinical director of the Psychosomatic 
Unit at Children’s Hospital Medical 
Center. these children are suffering 
from ‘school phobia.’’ perhaps more 
accurately called school refusal. The 
condition includes a variety of 


eps: 


Of ‘School Phobia’ 


problems related to home as well as 
school. 

Unlike the school truant. the child 
with school phobia is usually at home 
with a parent. Physical complaints 
are often present and occur in the 
morning before school or upon arrival 
at school. 

Reluctance to leave home is a com- 
mon, normal phenomenon among 
children entering school for the first 
time. Subsequent school phobia can be 
triggered by a variety of stresses, 
such as entering adolescence, going 
into junior or senior high, a death in 
the family. or a child’s chronic illness. 

Rivinus believes school phobia may 
be directly related to school trouble. 
“The child may have learning dis- 
abilities or academic difficulties, or 


If you find yourself having difficulty reading 
your textbooks, it’s time to have your vision 
checked.

problems with peers. ‘here may even 
be a message from the parents that 
the particular school. or school itself, 
is not good.” 

The other aspect of school phobia is 
revealed by the child who is having 
trouble separating from the home and 
the family. and as a result has strong 
anxieties when away from home. 
‘‘Many such children profess to love 
school.” says Rivinus, ‘‘but are un- 
able to make the break from home. 
What may surface as a school 
problem or an illness can hide the true 
cause, the child and parents may, 
together. be fostering the child’s 
overdependence. 

A child particularly vulnerable to 
this form of school phobia, according 
to David Waller. MD., pediatrician 


lem 


and staff psychiatrist at Children’s, 1s 
one who is recovering from an illness 
or has a chronic disease. ‘‘When a 
child is sick. normal bonding between 
parents and child is intensified,’’ says 
Waller. ‘‘It is appropriate in order to 
help the child get well again. Often, 
however. a child with an illness is ab- 
a from school out of proportion to 
he medical problem. The child and 
parents assume that the child is simp- 
ly too sick. What is a contributing fac- 
tor is that parent and child are having 
trouble separating.” 

Waller feels that school attendance 
should be looked at in every sick child. 
“Though a child may be recovering 
from an illness or have a serious 
chronic disease, the child may still be 
able to go to school.

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Pre-Schoolers Ready For 
Math Challenge 


As a mathematics teacher Dr. 
William Nibbelink of Seattle, Wash., 
has come a long way over the past 19 
years. 

After advancing from instruction at 
the high school level to teaching the 
intricacies of calculus and differential 
equations in college, he has 
‘‘graduated”’ all the way back to the 
kindergarten level. 

“I'm finding out that little kids in 
kindergarten can learn a whole lot 
more than textbooks give them credit 
for. provided it’s put to them in a way 
they can understand,”’ he said. ‘‘Most 
textbooks tend to baby them, causing 
them to lose interest.’’ 

Nibbelink said he has found the 
story line approach ‘‘terrificially 
effective’’ in teaching math concepts. 

“They remember what they learn 
from the story because it captures the 
imagination. We teil a low key story 


that has a hero who is in deep trouble.

Nibbelink said teaching pre-school 
children to count doesn’t mean much 
unless they learn to apply the counting 
ability to such concepts as linear 
measurement, taller and shorter.

help pre-schoolers when they advance 
to later grades. 


‘But according to learning theory, 
it's got to be the right way to doit,”’ he 
said. ‘‘By making math concepts in- 
teresting and fun, I believe we can do 
much to eliminate fear of math that 
otherwise could develop later on.’’ 


Nibblink said kindergarten teachers 
seemed to come from two schools of 
thought — one that concentrates on 
learning to socialize and one that 
focuses more on learning or putting 
children in a frame of mind to learn. 


‘‘My contention is that you can have 
the best of both — teach more math 
than traditionally has been done and 
at the same time let the children in- 
teract and learn how to get along with 
other people.”’

With the beginning of another school 
year parents are urged to instruct 
their children on the contents of the 
Andover School Bus Code as adopted 
by the Andover School Committee. 


Students who violate this code, 
violate the rights of other students on 
the bus and possibly subject these 
students to undue safety hazards. 
Everyone shares equally in the 
responsibility and safety on the school 
buses. 


Students 
1. Only authorized students may 
ride the bus. 


Andover School Bus Code 


2. Obey the driver in all matters 
pertaining to the operation of the 
school bus. The bus driver is the 
representative of parents and 
teachers and is directly responsible 
for the safety of each student on his 
bus. 

3. Exercise courtesy towards others 
while loading, riding and leaving the 
bus. 

4. Arrive at the bus stop on time and 
wait for the bus on the curb or 
shoulder off the road. 


5. Cross highways and streets only 
in front of the bus. Move away from 
the front bumper of the bus ap- 
proximately 6-8 feet so the bus driver 
can observe your crossing. Do not run 
or dash into street or roads without 
looking both ways even though the bus 
driver has traffic stopped. 


6. Avoid trespassing on private 
property and being noisy. 

7. Board the bus in an orderly 
manner when the bus has come to a 
full stop and the driver has opened the 
door. 

8. Take your seat promptly and if 
you must stand, grasp a seat bar firm- 
ly. 


9. Assignment of seats is left to the 
discretion of the bus driver and/or 
school authorities. However, if seat 
assignments are made, compliance is 
mandatory. 


10. Remain seated .until the bus 
comes to a full stop, then leave in an 
orderly manner. 

11. Allow standees off first once the 
school bus has come to a full stop. 

12. Do Not Talk to the driver while 


the driver. do not eat or chew gum on 
the bus. 

19. Keep books/bundles out of the 
aisles and do not carry heavy objects 
on the bus that might cause injury to 
other students. If you carry small 
animals on the bus for school pro- 
jects, you are responsible for their 
containment while en route to and 
from school. 

20. Ride your assigned bus and do 
not ask the driver to make unauthoriz- 
ed stops unless written permission is 
received from your parent and agree- 
ment is reached between the principal 
and bus driver. 

21. Report any violation of these 
rules to your bus proctor, the bus 
driver or your teacher. 

22. Violation of the above rules may 
result in suspension of your bus riding 
privilege. 


Accident Procedure 

1. Keep calm and follow the direc- 
tions of the bus driver. Stay in your 
seat until the bus driver tells you what 
action to take. 

A. Do not touch any emergency 
equipment until told by the driver. 

B. In case of fire, leave the bus in an 
orderly manner and move to the 
nearest exit away from the fire. 

2. If the driver is injured and unable 
to move, notify the nearest adult or 
contact the police or fire department 
on the nearest phone. 

3. Report any injuries to yourself or 
other students to the driver.

Andover Public Schools 
Attendance/Tardiness Policy 


The learning experience which 
takes place in the classroom environ- 
ment is an essential part of the 
Student’s education. Time loss from 
class in terms of educational oppor- 
tunity is costly and irretrievable. 
Attendance at school is mandated by 
state law. 

The habit of regular school atten- 
dance is developed from the first year 
of school. It is the responsibility of the 
parent (guardian) to assure that-the 
child attends school regularly and on 
time in fit condition to learn as judged 
by school officials. 


The School Committee exercises its - 


responsibility in enforcing and en- 
couraging attendance at school. 
Attendance at school is mandated by 
state law, subject to the following: 

1. All school absences require a note 
explaining the absence. School 
absences are defined as follows: 

a. Verifiable absences 

Illness covered by a doctor’s note, 

death in family, religious holidays, 

school-sponsored activities, in case 
of an emergency, a waiver may be 
granted by a school administrator. 

b. Absences 

All other absences not covered by 

the above. 

2. The school administration should 
make every effort to insure atten- 
dance by careful daily and quarterly 
monitoring of attendance records. 

3. Upon returning to school after an 
absence, a student is required to pre- 
sent a signed note of explanation from 
the parent or guardian stating the 
reason and date for the absence. 

4. Pupils who are absent from 
school may not attend or participate 
in school events of the same day un- 
less permission has been granted by 


the school principal or designee prior 3 


to the absence. 

5. In accordance with provisions of 
the Massachusetts attendance law, 
continued absence from school for any 
reason, or especially absence from 
school due to truancy, shall be 
referred to the attendance officer for 
followup. 

6. In accordance with section 315.1 
(c) of Chapter 766 regulations, ‘‘Any 
child who has been absent without a 
medical excuse more than fifteen (15) 
days in any quarter’’ will be referred 
by the principal to the 766 chairperson 
for evaluation. 

7. The school department does not 
condone family or students scheduling 
vacation while school is in session. 


Guidelines To 
Implementation 


Assuming a school year of 180 days, 
health officials estimate that a ‘‘nor- 
mal’ absentee rate would be seven to 
nine days for each student. Translated 
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into percentage, the expected rate 
would be four to five percent per year. 
(Students who would exceed this rate 
because of lone-term illness would 
amount to less than one percent per 
year of the total school enrollment. ) 
The following guidelines are 
necessary for an Attendance/Tar- 
diness Policy to be successfully im- 
plemented: 
1. Policies elearly delineate, in 
writing, the rationale for and ex- 
pectations of good and poor atten- 
dance/tardiness. 
2. Policies be well-publicized. Each 
parent and student repeatedly must 
be informed of the requirements. 
3. Policies be consistently en- 
forced. At each level of enforce- 
ment — teacher, nurse, counselor, 
principal, superintendent of 
schools — compliance with the 
policy is necessary. 
4. Effective monitoring procedures 
be developed. Computer technology 
is essential to properly implement 
the attendance/tardiness policy. 
5. Effective reporting procedures 
be developed to keep parents in- 
formed. Immediate follow-up on 
absences/tardiness is made by 
telephone call, letter, or by parent 
conference. The responsibility for 
attendance should be shifted to the 
student and the home. 
6. Opportunities for students and 
parents to present evidence of ex- 
tenuating circumstances be 
available at every administrative 
level in the implementation of the 
attendance/tardiness policy. In ad- 
dition, the administration may 
remove students from programs 
and activities which grant ‘‘special 
- privileges’ to deserving students. 
Each school establish ap- 
propriate recognition for students 
with 100% attendance. 
8. A review of the Andover School 
Attendance/Tardiness Policy and 
procedures will be conducted after 
the first year of its implementation 
with the purpose of making 
modifications of it as deemed 
necessary. 


Required Procedure For 
Implementing 
Attendance Policy 


The School Committee exercises its 
responsibility in encouraging and en- 
forcing attendance at’ school. 

The following procedures have been 


developed in order to insure effective . 


implementation of this responsibility. 
A. Monitoring of Attendance 
Policy: 
The monitoring of the procedures 
indicated below will be carried out by 
the principal or designee(s). 
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1. From Daily Attendance Roster, 
a school official calls any student 
absent more than three (3) con- 
secutive days. 
2. At the secondary level, from Dai- 
ly Attendance Roster, school of- 
ficial calls a minimum of 10% 
selected at random for each grade. 
The information is forwarded to 
the assistant principal. 
3. From 20-day summary sheets 
(school register), letter is sent 
home to any student absent more 
than four (4) non-consecutive days. 
4. Refer to Chapter 766, 315.1 (c): 
“Any child who has been absent 
without medical excuse more than 
fifteen (15) days in any quarter”’ 
will be referred to evaluation. 
3. The superintendent of schools 
and attendance officer will also be 
notifred by the principal of any stu- 
dent with fifteen (15) days.absence 
in any quarter without a medical 
excuse, 

B. Tardy Students: 

Punctuality is an important work 
habit which must be learned from the 
time a student begins school. General- 
ly. good habits developed in school 
are carried over throughout adult life. 
The following procedures will be 
followed relative to tardy students. 

1. In all cases of tardiness, a stu- 

dent is required to bring in-a note. 

2. On the third (3) incidence of tar- 

diness within a quarter, the parent 

will be notified of the tardiness. 

Beyond the primary leve, (k, 1, 2, 

3) the student will be detained after 

school on the assigned date. 

3. If the tardiness continues, a con- 

ference will be arranged with the 

parent and. student. The attendance 
officer will be notified. 

4. If the student exceeds fifteen 

(15) days’ cumulative tardiness, 

the student will be suspended until 

such time as a conference is 
arranged with the superintendent 
of schools or his designee, prin- 
cipal, attendance officer; parent 
and student. 

C. School Dismissals: 

Every effort should be made by 
parents to schedule medical, dental, 
and. personal appointments outside of 
normal school hcurs. Class dismissals 
are disruptive to school progress and 
should be avoided whenever possible. 
The following procedures will be 
followed relative to school dis- 
missals: 

1. All requests for dismissals must 

be in writing twenty-four (24) hours 

in advance. In cases of emergency, 
exceptions may be made by the 
school administration. 

2. At the elementary and junior 

high school levels, students will 

‘sign out” at the school office. Ii is 
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the parents’ responsibility to pick 
the student up at the school. 

D. Fitness For Learning: 

It is the responsibility of the parent 
(guardian) to assure that the child is 
in fit condition to learn. If at any time, 
in the judgment of school officials a 
Student is not in fit condition to learn, 
the following procedure will be 
followed: 

1. The student will be sent to the of- 
fice or health clinic. 

2. The parent will be notified that in 

the judgment of school officials, 

the student is not in fit condition to 
learn. : 

3. Parents will be requested to 

provide transportation home. 

4. In the event that parents or their 

designee can not be contacted, the 

student will remain in the health 
clinic. 

E. Truant Students: 

A student is truant if absent from 
school without permission. In all 
cases of truancy the procedures are as 
follows: 

1. The student will be suspended un- 
til a parent conference is arranged. 
The attendance officer will be 
notified. 
2. On the third case of truancy, the 
principal forwards the name of the 
student to the superintendent of 
schools. The student is suspended 
from school until such time as the 
superintendent of schools, parent, 
student, and attendance officer 
meet. 

3. Truant students will make up the 

time missed after regular school 

hours. 

Academic Penalty For 
School ‘‘Absences”’ 
Other Than 
“Verifiable Absence’’ 

Administrative Failure — Students 
will be issued a failing grade if they 
exceed the number of ‘‘verifiable 
absences”’ according to the stated 
policy below: 

1. More than 10 days ‘‘absences’’ 
other than ‘‘verifiable absence’’ for 
the quarter, the student fails 
course for the quarter. 

2. More than 15 days ‘‘absence’’ 
other than ‘‘verifiable absence”’ in 
a semester course, the student fails 
in the course. (Applies to secon- 
dary school only.) 

3. More than 20 days ‘‘absence’’ 
other than ‘‘verifiable absence’ for 
the year. the student fails course 
for the year. 

N.B. In relation to the implementa- 
tion of the attendance policy, 
“verifiable absences’ will be sub- 
tracted from a student’s total number
